WILMINGTON - Last week 
the Massachusetts Nurses 
' Association took out a full- 
page ad in the Crier calling 
attention to stalled talks 


between the Wilmington 
Nurses Association and the 
Wilmington School 


Committee. At issue, nurses 
say they want “pay equity” 
with teachers. 

Wilmington School 
Committee members and 
administrators are not talking 
about the state of negotia- 
tions. 

“The parties are in negotia- 
tion and I cannot publicly 
comment on negotiations as it 
would be a violation of our 
ground rules,” Superintendent 
Joanne Benton told the Crier 
this week. 

When asked if the nurses 
have violated the ground 
rules by speaking out at this 
time, Benton simply stated, 
“That is for someone else to 
decide.” 

Ground rules, however, did 
not prevent the Chair of the 


Association, Maureen Travis, 
or Ted Burke, Associate 
Director of the MNA and 
Chief Negotiator for the 
WNA, from talking to the 
Crier about the status of labor 
negotiations. 

The last contract was set- 
tled in the summer of 2010 and 
was valid from September 1, 
2009 to August 31, 2011. 
Negotiations on a successor 
agreement began in February 
2011. According to Burke, 
negotiations stalled and 
entered mediation in 
February 2012. The matter is 
set to enter fact finding with a 
meeting on July 19. 


Burke stated that the media-. 


tor, chosen from a list provid- 
ed to both the WNA and the 
School Committee by the 
Bureau of Labor Relations, 
certified the parties to move 
to fact finding, a guided nego- 
tiations process that follows a 
failed mediation.

With savings identified, towns incur no costs

| WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
| BURY—Thanks _ to 
-efforts of Representative 
* James Miceli, the towns of 


the 


Wilmington, Tewksbury, and 
Billerica will no longer have 
to pay for the repairs to the 
Whipple Road Bridge. 
Originally, the State of 
Massachusetts agreed to 
spend $130,000 of state funds 


toward the project. The 
three towns would then 
come up with the difference. 
The first estimate from 
Kodiak construction came in 
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Relay for Life succeeds

In 
addition, fitness classes 
were provided by Daniella 
DiDiego and by Body 
Infusion Fitness Club. 

As darkness came, the cel- 
ebration became more 
poignant during the beauti- 
fully orchestrated luminaria 
ceremony. It featured 
speaker Tricia Lambert who 
opened with reflection on the 
common thread of “wishing 
for a cure.” Her story 
unfolded as one of almost 
constant struggle while she 
and her family deal with 
multiple cases of cancer and 
recurring cancer. But her 
message was one based on 
strength and power. “There 
are too many victims in this 
battle, and we have to keep 
the faith, stay strong and 
hope for cancer to be some- 


thing from the past,” she 
said. “We cannot and will 
not let it get the best of us.” 
As the candles of hundreds 
of luminaria bags flickered, 
the lovely voice of Lauren 
Azevedo filled the cool sum- 
mer evening when she sang 
"Somewhere Over _ the 
Rainbow." 

More fun and festivities 
continued late through the 
night. Camp Forty Acres 
sponsored races and compe- 
tition for children and young 
adults. And after the tradi- 
tional midnight pizza party, 
“Steve Bjork & Friends” (as 
they are known to the Relay 
crowd) came back to literal- 
ly break up the night with a 
special comedy show. Some 
of the finest comedians in 
the Boston area have been 
coming to the Wilmington 
Relay every year. 
Wilmington native Steve 
Bjork organizes this special 
event, and it’s the highlight 
of the night time activities. 

When the sun rose and the 
Relay For Life ended, it was 
focused on continuing for- 
ward. Adele Musicant 
addressed the crowd during 
the Fight Back Ceremony. 
Her words encouraged them 
to continue the momentum 
of what they started. She 
explained how she used her 
passion about science as a 
motivator to fight back 
against cancer, and she 
asked them to find their pas- 
sion and join in the battle to 
cure cancer. “Ever since 
getting involved with Relay 
four years ago, I’ve wanted 
to do something big to fight 
cancer,” she said. Her col- 
lege studies have allowed 
her to become involved in a 
cancer research project 
focusing on plant com- 
pounds that inhibit cell divi- 


sion. 

In the wrap up, initial tal- 
lies were announced, and 
cheers rang out. Accounting 
continues, but estimates 
show the Relay will raise 
approximately $125,000 this 
year bringing the 
Wilmington 4-year total to 
well over a half of million 
dollars. Team Sole Sistas 
had a crushing lead as the 
top team with a donations 
exceeding $20,000. 
Carolynne Benedetto led the 
individual fund raising effort 
with an amazing $4,321. 

Adding to the numbers, 
Wilmington’s overhead cost 
has always been well below 
the excepted average. One 
reason is because of the 
strong local sponsorship. 
For example, Starbucks 
donated large amounts of 
both iced and hot coffee this 
year. Once again, Bertucci’s 
provided the pizza free of 
charge. Wilmington’s 
Rocco’s Restaurant fed the 
honored survivors and their 
caregivers a fabulous spread 
of Italian specialties. 
Concord Teacakes and 
Designs by Don supported 
the survivor celebration as 
well. What’s more, count- 
less gift cards, services, and 
products from local busi- 
nesses were used in draw- 
ings for baskets adding more 
to fund raising totals that 
night.

“Volunteers are the unsung 
heroes of our nonprofit com- 
munities,” .

Nurses seek pay parity 
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gaining and not explaining 
why they are not bargaining,” 
said Burke, referring to the 
School Committee. As the 
process moves forward, a fact 
finder will attempt to deter- 
mine some common ground, 
then will act as an arbitrator 
and hear the facts and figures 
and other supporting docu- 
mentation from each sides, 
then offer a determination. 

“The trouble with the fact 
finder in the public sector is 
that the fact finder’s decision 
is not binding,” said Burke. 
Thus, after incurring the time, 
expense, and low morale asso- 
ciated with the protracted 
process, the School Committee 
is under no obligation to follow 
the fact finder’s decision. 

The nurses union cannot go 
on strike, under state law. But 


according to Burke, 
Wilmington nurses would 
never do anything to jeopard- 


ize students, including follow- 
ing so-called work-to-rule 
methods occasionally 
employed by other public sec- 
tor collective bargaining units. 
The negotiation team for the 
School Committee includes 
Chair Peggy Kane, Leslee 
Quick, and district Business 
Manager Paul Ruggiero. 
Burke told the Crier that the 
Committee’s offer to nurses 
was a 2% increase, an offer on 
par with other bargaining 
units. However, the nurses 
have chosen to draw a line in 
the sand with this negotiation 
and seek “pay equity” with the 
teachers union. Nurses say 
that while they have to carry 
two licensures - an R.N. as 
well as a teacher’s license 
under Department of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education requirements, they 
are not paid on the same wage 
scale as the teacher union. 
However, the teachers’ union

at $190,000. 

Miceli said that project 
engineers thought that the 
work could be streamlined. 

Engineers _ re-evaluating 
the work, and found $32,000 
in savings that could be 
knocked off the original esti- 
mate. 

Those savings including 
eliminating the detour, 
which would save $3,500; 
testing the panel on site, 
which saves $20,000; leave 
four trees in place, rather 
than remove them, saving 
$6,000; the crew, rather than 
the towns, would take waste 
materials to a landfill, which 
would save $1,000; and final- 
ly eliminate full-depth con- 
struction, saving $2,000. 

The crews will meet with 


the towns in order to present 
the newly-revised process. 
Miceli said that this should 
save the three towns about 
$10,000. 

“Everyone I’ve spoken with 
so far is aboard,” Miceli 
said. “Without compromis- 
ing anything, the towns 
aren’t spending a dime.” 

But this wasn’t always the 
case. Miceli said that the 
State was taking too long to 
assist with the project. He 
raised the matter during a 
hearing of the Joint 
Committee on 
Transportation at the State 
House about the MBTA 
budget deficit. 

The Joint Committee on 
Transportation oversees the 
state’s involvement in all 
matters concerning the 


includes several non-tradition- 
al teaching positions including 
speech and language thera- 
pists, counselors, psycholo- 
gists, social workers, and phys- 
ical therapists in addition to 
classroom and_= specialist 
teachers. Maureen Travis 
pointed out that physical ther- 
apists in public schools are not 
licensed educators and yet 
were added to the Wilmington 
Teachers _ Association two 
years ago. In order for a nurse 
to meet the minimum require- 
ment for hiring, at least three 
years of pediatric experience 
is required - no one can be 
hired directly out of college. 

In previous years, said 
Burke, the nurses would get 
close to coming to an agree- 
ment on wage parity with the 
teacher pay schedule of steps 
and lanes, but a final agree- 
ment would fall apart. This 
year, the nurses union, with 
just 11 members, wants to 
move to the next similar space 
on the teacher schedule - and 
in turn likely drop several 
steps. The nurses’ negotiated 
pay scale includes just one 
lane and 12 steps. 

Burke and Travis state that 
the cost in the first year is just 
under $15,000 for the entire 
unit and is only a few hundred 
dollars different from the 2 
percent the School Committee 
originally offered. Those costs 
are likely to escalate in subse- 
quent years of the collective 
bargaining agreement, but 
neither party has disclosed the 
magnitude of the increase. 

“It will cost money down the 
road,” acknowledged Burke, 
but qualified that statement by 
adding that the unit will not 
seek a retroactive application 
of the pay scale. 

The Committee has report- 
edly hired outside counsel to 
guide them through the fact- 
finding process and, since that 


hire, the Committee has not 
met with the nurses. 

In recent years more dis- 
tricts have moved toward par- 
ity between teacher and nurse 
pay rates, acknowledging the 
dual licensure requirements 
and implicit teaching duties 
nurses typically perform, 
from a basic hygiene curricu- 
lum in early elementary to 
growth and development in 
upper elementary grades. 
Nurses also offer professional 
development such as CPR cer- 
tification and epipen and aller- 
gy training to their colleagues 
throughout the school district. 

“We’ve been told we’re not 
considered teachers, but we 
teach every day in our 
offices,” said Travis. “We were 
told we’re not teachers, 
because we don’t assign home- 
work and give tests.” 

When asked if the WNA 
thought the ad would put pres- 
sure on the School Committee 
to reach an agreement before 
moving through the fact find- 
ing process, and raising costs 
to the bargaining unit as well, 
Travis told the Crier, 

“We’re not expecting that the 
ad will do anything except 
make the taxpayers of 
Wilmington aware that the 
School Committee will pay 
many more times the cost 
[less than $15,000],” to avoid 
paying on the same scale. 

Burke said that the 
Committee told nurses that 
they have no appetite for 
matching nurses’ pay with 
teacher pay for philosophical 
reasons, but is unclear on the 
rationale. Travis says the unit 
is baffled about why the 
Committee has not fully 
explained to them why they 
are unwilling to work toward 
agreement, preferring to fol- 
low the protracted labor 
process with mediation and 
now, fact finding.

development, operation, reg- 
ulation and control of all 
means of transportation in 
the air, on land or in the 
water, including the imposi- 
tion of tolls on tunnels or 
bridges. 

“What I did was, publicly, I 
said to the chairman, ‘I 
don’t want to discuss the 
MBTA deficit yet. I want to 
confront the engineer and 
tell him I’m really upset. He 
lied to me. He told me this 
project would be up and run- 
ning, and there’s nothing 
happening yet,’” he said. 

Secretary of 
Transportation John Davey 
said he would take over the 
project asuring Miceli that it 
would be complete by 
Halloween. 

The crew is expected to 


leave the site by October 23. 

“In less than sixth months, 
the bridge will be replaced,” 
Miceli said. 

Restoring the bridge, he 
said, is both an issue of pub- 
lic safety and infrastructure. 
The Tewksbury Fire 
Department uses the route 
when responding to fires in 
South Tewksbury from the 
Center Fire Station. The 
Tewksbury School 
Department also used the 
bridge for student trans- 
portation. Its current status 
has created severe traffic: 
blockage and backups on 
alternate routes. 

But order should soon be 
restored. 

“It’s a good situation,” he 
said. “Everything is work- 
ing.” 
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Ledges project raises 
Olin concerns

The last Woburn Board of 
Appeals meeting on May 23, 
2012 regarding the 40B proj- 
ect at 1042 Main Street 
unearthed numerous envi- 
ronmental concerns. We 
cannot ignore these con- 
cerns to build 168 units of 
mixed housing. The low 
income units amount to a 
mere 40 apartments. 

It was mentioned at the 
last meeting that The Olin 
Plant in Wilmington is leak- 
ing toxic chemicals through 
the fractured bedrock. This 
movement suggests that a 
threat to drinking water is 
possible. 

This project was permitted 
in 2006 by the Housing 
Appeals Court. That was six 
years ago. Any sensible per- 
son would ask, ‘What has 
changed in six years?’ 

How long do you think it 
took for those chemicals to 
travel through bedrock? Was 
it just these last six years? 
Where will it be in two years 
from now after the bedrock 
it blown to smitherines? 
What about that earthquake 
fault called Bloody Bluff 
Fault? Will that kind of 
blasting move the plates of 
the fault and trigger an 
earthquake? To me, this is 
no laughing matter, and 


Obamacare driving up 
student health insurance 
premiums 


Dear Editor, 

College students in good 
health probably don’t spend 
much time thinking about 
their health care. However, 
Massachusetts State Law 
does require that all college 
students enroll in a health 
insurance program that 
meets benefits required by 
the state. There are two 
options: if a student’s par- 
ents have health care, a stu- 
dent can be insured on their 
parents’ plan until age 22; if 
not, students must purchase 
low-cost health insurance 
through their college. 

The federal Patient 
Protection and Affordable 
Care Act -- a.k.a. 
“Obamacare” - Was sup- 
posed to be an improvement. 
It includes unmarried stu- 
dents on their parents’ cov- 
erage to age 26, and insures 
6.6 million students like me. 
However, it hammers my 
classmates without parental 
insurance by increasing the 
cost to be insured through a 
college plan. Obamacare 
requires college plans to 


cover up to $100,000 in med-

Farmers’ markets have some Wilmington roots

_. MAINE - “Ben and I didn't 
set out to change the way 
produce marketing is done 
. statewide,” wrote Tom 
Roberts. “We were only look- 
ing to improve the cash flow 
at our own Peacemeal 
Farm.” 
Tom Roberts and Ben 
' Wilcox, though, are some- 
‘what responsible for a 
‘major change in New 
' England farming in the past 
. quarter century. Their work 
. to develop farmers’ markets 
- has opened doors for hun- 
. dreds of farmers in Maine. 
With the Wilmington farm- 
ers’ market opening for its 
‘second season on Sunday, 
it’s a good time to look at 
the development of the 
' farmers’ market movement. 
During the mid 1900’s, New 
- England farms were in a 
phase of decline. Maine 
. agriculture 30 years ago was 
. largely .geared toward sell- 
‘ ing commodities into whole- 
' sale markets. Many farmers 
' were aging. Their markets 
‘were largely wholesale, 
' dairy and poultry, with some 
' other crops such as blueber- 
' ries, hay, and some produce. 
Tom Roberts graduated 
‘from Wilmington High 
‘ School in 1964. Five years 
: later, in his senior year at 
: Northeastern University, he 
' had become involved with 
‘SDS, Students for a 
' Democratic Society. One fel- 
' low inherited some money 
‘and bought land in Center 
' Montville, Maine. The entire 
‘ group dropped out of col- 
‘ lege, moved to Maine, and 
; started a commune on 
| Twitchell Hill. Tom lived 
' there for 11 years. 
Tom joined with Ben and 
' Ariel Wilcox at Peacemeal 
' Farm in Dixmont, Maine in 
' 1980. At first, they were sell- 
» ing produce to stores and co- 
: ops in Maine. Most of their 
‘ income came in late sum- 
.mer and fall. In 1983, 
| though, hoping to generate 


some more cash and thus 
stay afloat, they began sell- 
ing produce on a corner in 
Brewer, Maine. 

The farmers’ market was 
successful, so they began 
setting up markets in other 
towns. Before long, they 
were selling five days a 
week. They planned their 
operations carefully, analyz- 
ing crops and income on a 
computer. They would pick 
heavily on crops that kept 
well, so there would always 
be something to sell at the 
market. Each morning, they 
would be up at dawn to pick 
crops that are at their best 
on the day they are picked, 
like peas, lettuce or corn. 
They quickly determined 


that corn was the most pop- — 


ular crop, so they always 
strove to have the first corn 
at the market. Customers 
would zero in on the corn, 
and then buy other produce 
as well. Then they would 
visit the other farm booths. 

In 1986, a friend and I visit- 


ed Tom at the Peacemeal 
Farm. We stayed a couple of 
days, worked a bit, and took 
some pictures. 
Coincidentally, the following 
Sunday, the Boston Globe 
magazine had a story about 


_farmers who were making 


difference in New England. 
And there was a full-page 
picture of Ben Wilcox driv- 
ing a tractor on an obscure 


Peacemeal Farm in 
Dixmont, Maine. 
Tom stayed at the 


Peacemeal Farm for 15 
years. In 1990, he met Lois 
Labbe, and she moved to the 
farm with Tom. Five years 
later, they bought about 74 
acres of land off Snakeroot 
Road in Pittsfield, Maine. 
There was about five acres 
of worked-over hayfield, 
with the rest in woodland. 
The first year, they contin- 
ued working the fields at the 
Peacemeal Farm while they 
set up. operations. in 
Pittsfield. They planted and 
tilled Mt plantings of buck- 


Pittsfield, 


wheat for soil enhancement. 
The following year, the 
Snakeroot Organic Farm 
was certified organic by the 
Maine Organic Farmers & 
Gardeners Association 
(MOFGA). Their operations 
now include six greenhous- 
es, growing vegetables, 
seedlings, herbs and peren- 
nials, plus a maple sugar 
operation. 

The farm serves as the 


composting site for the town 


of Pittsfield, providing a 
good supply of compost for 
the farm. They also accept 
wood chips from companies 
clearing brush under power 
lines, and they take cow 
manure from a_ nearby 
organic dairy farmer. 

The couple conducts a 
Community Supported 
Agriculture Plan (CSA), 
selling shares at $100 before 
April 1 to purchase $125 in 
produce during the season. 

Today they attend markets 
in Orono, Waterville, 
Unity and

WILMINGTON - A USS. 
Marine Corps unit in 
Afghanistan will be receiv- 
ing a seven-foot-high pallet 
of “care packages” courtesy 
of a “Thanks from Home” 
program created by a group 
of UniFirst employees work- 
ing in partnership with 
MooreMart, a_ nonprofit 
organization in New 
Hampshire . that provides 
much needed, hard-to-get 
supplies to U.S. marines 
serving in the Middle East. 

The packages contain 
snack. foods, games, toi- 
letries and clothing donated 
by employees of UniFirst 
Corporation, a leading sup- 
plier of uniforms and work- 
wear to businesses through- 
out the U.S. and Canada. 
The marines receiving the 
packages are members of a 
quick reaction, expedi- 
tionary unit that was recent- 
ly attacked by a suicide 
bomber, resulting in the loss 
of all personal supplies.

gerial positions within the 
company. 


“While discussing leader- 
ship and operational skills in 
class, we noted how our mil- 
itary soldiers are prime 
examples of individuals pos- 
sessing many of the key 
management attributes we 
look for at UniFirst,” Croatti 
said. “And that discussion 
led to the creation of our 
‘Thanks from Home’ pro- 
gram, which is just a small 
way of showing our soldiers 
we appreciate all they do.” 

Once announced to 
UniFirst’s facilities nation- 
wide, the program quickly 
gained widespread support 
throughout the company 
and, in short order, dozens 
of large boxes filled with 
various donations arrived at 
the company’s corporate 
headquarters in Wilmington, 
Massachusetts. The mem- 
bers of the UMI class then 
sorted and packed 125 boxes 
of donated goods for the sol- 
diers. 

“Thanks to the outpouring 
of generosity from our 
employee Team Partners 
across the country, we 
received about ten times the 
donations we could actually 
use for the MooreMart pro- 
gram,” Croatti said.

Woburn School Administrator; “second career” spanned 68 years at Fenway Park 


WOBURN - William J. 
“Bill” Horrigan, a highly 
respected school adminis- 
trator with the Woburn 
School Department, passed 
away at his home in 
Tewksbury Wednesday 
morning, June 13, 2012, sur- 
rounded by his loving fami- 
ly. The beloved husband of 
the late Shirley M. (Dunn) 
Horrigan, he was just two 
days shy of his eighty-fourth 
birthday. 

Born in Boston along with 
his twin sister Ann, Bill was 
the son of the late Patrick J. 
and Anna M. (Frawley) 
Horrigan. He was raised in 
West Roxbury and was a 
proud “triple Eagle,” having 
graduated from BC High 
School in 1946, Boston 
College in 1950, where he 
served as Class President, 
and earning a_ graduate 
degree from BC a few years 
later. His enthusiasm for his 
alma mater continued 
throughout his life. He was 
very active in the alumni 
association, held member- 
ship in the Gridiron Club, 
and was a season ticket 
holder for the football 
games. 

Bill began his teaching 
career at Boston College 
High School before coming 


*to Woburn. He taught math- 


ematics at Woburn High 
School and later became 
Department Head of 
Mathematics and Science. 
Many former students recall 
him as a favorite teacher, 
and were inspired to contin- 
ue in the field of mathemat- 
ics due to his influence. It 
was at Woburn High that he 
was fortunate enough to 
meet a young English 
teacher named _ Shirley 
Dunn. They married and 
made their home in Bedford 
before taking up residence 
on Woburn's West Side in 
1965. Bill later became 
Assistant Principal of the 
John F. Kennedy Junior 
High School (later called the 
Kennedy Middle School) and 
worked with Principal Bart 
McDonough until he was 
named Principal of his 
beloved Kennedy Middle 
School. 

Mr. Horrigan, as he was 
called formally by staff and 
students, was a favorite of 
his staff over the years and 
an individual who took great 
delight in all achievements 
of his students, as well as 
being instrumental in imple- 


menting the team teaching 
innovative approach (IGE 
Team Teaching Model) into 
practice at the school. He 
was a master in the develop- 
ment of science fairs at 
Woburn High School and the 
Kennedy Middle School. He 
was later appointed 
Assistant Superintendent for 
Business in the Woburn 
Public Schools. 

The Assistant Superinten- 
dent, who worked alongside 
then-Superintendent Paul 
Andrews, exercised his great 
mathematics background, 
knowledge and skills, and 
was always working in his 
school budget presentations 
to respond to questions from 
officials and the public. He 
would always know where 
every document was in his 
office, taking great pleasure 
in making “the numbers 
come out and be perfect.” 
As a member of the commit- 
tee to construct the new 
Woburn Memorial High 
School, he was instrumental 
in all aspects of the project, 
and was honored to have his 
name on the dedication 
plaque in the foyer of the 
new high school.

SALEM - Looking for a one-day getaway 
with a little history and mystery, good food, 
and cool breezes? Zip up to Salem. In one 
afternoon you can pack in a fantastic sea- 
side visit with your kids, without the traffic 
and expense of a trip to Cape Cod or 
Hampton Beach.

Parking is conveniently on site at no 
charge and the house is directly across the 
street from Ye Olde Pepper Candy 
Companie.

nary scenes. 

The Museum also holds a 
full collection of seafaring 
artifacts, maritime, ocean- 
ic, and Native American art 
as well as Yin Yu Tang, a 
Chinese home from the 
Qing Dynasty (1644-1911). 

My advice for visiting with 
children is to start in the 
children’s wing and, if 
something strikes a chord, 
visit the corresponding col- 
lection in the wider muse- 
um. A visit to the Yin Yu 
Tang house is a must for 
kids, especially if they have 
done some related reading 
about or as a way to spark 
interest in Chinese culture. 
You could spend days in this 
museum, but small children 
won’t thank you for it.

it. 

Yes, the presentation is

redesign of the garden that included scaling 
back the plantings and creating more for- 
mal spaces. 

Fortunately, Marsha’s husband Tim 
Bellamy, who used to have landscaping busi- 
ness, (he used to take care of the embassies 
in Ottawa), brought knowledge of formal 
landscapes, expertise in installation, “and 
sheer brawn,” Marsha says. While she and 
Debbie do the day-to-day maintenance, Tim 
does much of the heavy work. When it 
comes to, say, transplanting a shrub, some- 
thing that would take them half a day, Tim 
is able to do it in a half hour. 

Still in the garden are many plants with a 
Wilmington pedigree. Poppies, lemon yellow 
iris, and walking onions are from Mr.

now in the garden, planted with strawber- 
ries. Friend Karen Boeri’s Solomon seal 
and perennial geraniums grow in the 
Washington Street garden as well. 

What keeps them doing it year after year? 
Marsha says that she is willing to do the 
work because she likes the finished product: 
a beautiful garden to enjoy. Debbie does it 
simply because she enjoys being in the gar- 
den, and doing the work involved. 

Debbie and Marsha offer these tips for 
tricks for garden design and care: 

- Take note of leaf shape and color, so you 
can create contrast and texture.

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- Take note of full size and height of plants 
at maturity, so that you place tall plants 
toward the back, and shorter ones in front 
(this can reduce maintenance). 

- Take note of flowering times, so you can 
have something blooming throughout the 
garden season. 

- Take note of flower colors (e.g. you could 
create a garden that has all pink flowers in 
May and all yellow in June, or have multiple 
colors throughout the season. 

- Take note of the sun/shade requirements. 

- Use native plants. 

- Know your “micro-climate;” for example, 
your garden may be lower than the neighbor 
a few houses down, which could cause the 
same plant to grow differently in each loca- 
tion 

- Tend your garden early in the morning 
before the heat of the sun puts a strain on 
the plants; transplant in the evening or on a 
cloudy day to give plants a chance to recov- 
er. 

Their rough calendar is this: 

Early March - turn the garden and add 
compost. 

March/April - start planting early vegeta- 
bles (e.g., lettuce, peas, spinach, broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts) by seed 

End of April/beginning of May - split and 
move perennials 

April/May - one weeding, and put down 
mulch 

May - plant later vegetables (zucchini, 
butternut squash, green bean, carrots, 
parsnips, beets) 

June-July-August: enjoy the bounty of 
your harvest 

September - start cleaning up, pull out 
plants that are no longer producing 

October - put your garden to bed 
(mulching sensitive perennials, take out 
dead leaves, trim back now - this can pro- 
duce heartier plants in the spring) 
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- Something borrowed, 
With specimens from other gardens, Debbie and Marsha have expanded their garden,

FOXBORO --For over 30 
years, some of the top high

Parsons tabbed MVP

FOXBORO - Fans of 
Wilmington High football 
already knew what a great 
player John Parsons was. 
Over his four year career 
with the Wildcats, he thrilled 
fans of the team with count- 
less exceptional performanc- 
es, and none more so than his 
recently completed senior 
year when the bruising 
Parsons rushed for over 1,400 
yards from his running back 
position and led the team in 
tackles from his linebacker 

spot on defense. 

Yes, Wildcats fans are very 
familiar with Parsons bril- 
liance, but this past. week, a 
whole new legion of fans 
found out what Wildcats fans 
already knew. Last Friday 
night in the 34th Annual 
Aleppo Shriner’s All-Star 
Classic at Gillette Stadium, 
Parsons stood out even 
among some of the best play- 
ers in the entire state, taking 
home Defensive MVP honors 
as his North squad dropped a 
hard fought 15-12 decision to 
the South All-Stars. 

While official stats were not 
kept for the game, Parsons 
was clearly the most domi-

“It was amazing. I was just 
shocked because there were 
so many amazing players in 
the game,” Parsons said.

For Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry, Parsons winning such 
an award came as absolutely 
no surprise, as he watched 
Parsons dominate from his 
linebacker position in count- 
less games this past season 
and throughout his career. 

“John has been an outstand- 
ing football player for us and 
has been one of the best play- 
ers in the whole area,” Barry 
said. “Defensively he was 
unbelievable. He had three 
or four games where he had 
20 or more tackles. And we 
don’t inflate our stats; we 
take them right off the tape, 
so that’s legit. If you are get- 
ting 20 tackles in a game, you 
are doing something.” 

One of the challenges for 
Parsons as well as the rest of 
the players on the team, was 
simply mastering the play 
book for this game, with only 
eight practices over a two 
week period leading up to the 
game. It was also a challenge 
to simply be playing football 
after such a long layoff from 
the game. 

But like most things, 
Parsons handled these chal- 
lenges without complaint and 
rose to the occasion when his 
team needed him. 

“It was a little weird at first 


to be playing again, but after 
the first day or so once we got 
into the rhythm of hitting we 
got used to it,” Parsons said. 
“On defense it was definit- 


ely easier than on offense 


because all we had to do was 
find the ball and tackle it. We 
played a four-three defense 
with only four audibles. On 
offense they had ten 
audibles and a lot more plays 
to learn.” 

One of the more exciting 
aspects of the game for 
Parsons was the opportunity 
to play at Gillette Stadium, 
home of the three time Super 
Bowl champion Patriots. 

“It was pretty breathtak- 
ing,” Parsons said. “The 
whole experience was incred- 
ible. They opened the locker 
rooms for us at about 3:30 
even though the game wasn’t 
until 7:00, so we got to go out 
and play on the field before 
the game, which was great. 
And the introductions were 
awesome. The whole thing 
was amazing.” 

And while Parsons obvious- 
ly would have loved to have 
won the game, he was well 
aware that he and his fellow 
players were serving a much 
larger purpose by participat- 
ing in this game, as all pro- 
ceeds from the game went to 
the Shriners Hospitals for 
Children. 

“Of course we were playing 
because we wanted to win, 
but in the end you realize that 
it does not matter,” Parsons 
said. “We were all in it to 
raise money to help some 
people who really need it, so 
it was great to be a part of 
something like that.” 

The Shriner’s Game will not 
be Parsons last All-Star game 
of the season. On Friday, 
June 29, Parsons will join 
more of the state’s best foot- 


ball players in the 5ist 
Annual Agganis Football 
Classic at Manning Field in 
Lynn. 


After that, the next time 
Parsons suits up for a football 
game, it will be for Southern 
Connecticut University, 
where Parsons will attend in 
September. While Parsons is 
rightfully confident in his 
abilities, he also knows it will 
be another challenge for him 
to compete at the collegiate 
level. 

“I am extremely anxious,” 
Parsons said. “Football is a 
passion for me and I want to 
prove myself on the college 
level.

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Woburn High girls golf team 
looking for a few good women

To paraphrase an old ad for 
the U.S. Marine Corps, the 
Woburn Memorial High girls 
golf team is looking for a few 
good young women. 

Having just completed its 
fourth year, the girls golf team 
passed a milestone this month 
with junior Allie Murphy 
becoming the program’s first 
entrant to the MIAA individual 
tournament, but the numbers 
on the team have dwindled to 
the point where coach Barbara 
Locke is concerned. 

In 2009, the team was com- 
prised of 22 players, then 19 in 
2010, and 16 last year. This sea- 
son, there were about a dozen 
girls on the team, which has 
club sport status at Woburn 
High. 
“It’s a great sport, and the 
first year I thought it just 
would have continued to take 
off,” said Locke, who also 
coaches the Woburn High field 
hockey team and is a physical 
education teacher at the Joyce 
Middle School in Woburn. 

“But for whatever reasons, 
it really hasn’t flourished as 
I’d imagined,” she added. 

Part of the problem, accord- 


ing to Locke, is a lack of com- 
petition. Woburn is the only 
Middlesex League school with 
a girls golf team, and few other 
schools within traveling dis- 
tance offer girls golf. 

“Saugus and Wellesley have 
girls golf programs, and there 
are some private schools that 
have teams, but there are no 
other teams in our league we 
can play,” said Locke. 

She joked that she is going 
to call Laura Lasa, who was 
recently appointed the new 
principal at Lexington High 
and a fellow Springfield 
College alumnae, to encourage 
her to start a girls golf pro- 
gram in that school. 

Woburn’s history with golf 
is certainly not undistin- 
guished. Woburn High boys golf 
coach Bob Doran retired this 
year after 41 seasons at the 
helm, winning 23 Middlesex 
League titles, five sectional 
titles and three state titles 
(1999, 2000 and 2002). 

Doran laments, however, he 
was not able to coach perhaps 
the best golfer to come out of 
Woburn High, Noreen Friel 
Mohler, who played on the 
LPGA tour and was both a 
player and a captain of the 
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United States’ team in the 
Curtis Cup, women’s amateur 
golf’s version of the Ryder Cup. 

Before the 2010 Curtis Cup, 
which was held at Essex 
County Club in Manchester, 
Friel Mohler addressed the 
Woburn High girls golf team to 
offer encouragement and serve 
as an example of the benefits of 
playing the sport at a high 
level. 

“Noreen is such a classy 
lady, and it was such a thrill to 
have her speak to the girls,” 
said Locke. 

But, as luck had it, Friel 
Mohler’s appearance came on 
a day that coincided with one 
of the team’s few scheduled 
scrimmages, with Mt. Alvernia 
in Newton, and the scrimmage 
had to be scrapped. 

“Even (Mt. Alvernia’s) 
coach was disappointed 
because he wanted to come to 
meet Noreen,” said Locke. “But 
her schedule was so tight that 
it was the only day we could get 
her.” 

Citing Friel Mohler as a 
role model may also help with 
attracting prospective players. 
As a middle school teacher,

of younger girls who will con- 
tinue with the sport once they 
get to the high school. 

“A good time to develop 
their inferest is when they’re 
10, 11 or 12,” she said. “We’ve 
got to get the girls out there. I 
can’t see why anyone wouldn’t 
want to play the sport. It’s 
something you can play when 
you’re young and can continue 
to play throughout your entire 
life.” 

The girls have also run into 
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Authority for its generosity 
toward the team by allowing it 
to play free rounds, Woburn 
Country Club lacks amenities 
like a driving range and a chip- 
ping area where the girls can 
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practice. The team often has to 
find alternate sites, in 
Stoneham or Lexington, where 
they can hone their basic 
skills.

It highlights music of 
the 1980s. The best part of the film is Tom Cruise 
as Jaxx, a mysterious rock star. If you don’t take 
the movie too seriously, you’ll have fun. 


“ROCK OF AGES” 
GRADE: ** 

You don’t have to be a 
fan or even like the music 
of the 1980s to appreciate 
the effort that went into 
making “Rock of Ages.” 

What should impress you 
is the commitment and ded- 
ication of a cast of veteran 
actors giving their all to 
their roles, and performing 
their own songs - even if the 
film itself isn’t that great 
overall. 

The movie, adapted from 
the Broadway musical of 
the same name, stars 
Julianne Hough as Sherrie 
and Diego Boneta as Drew. 

Sherrie is a Midwestern 
girl who hops on a bus to 
make her way to Hollywood 
seeking fame and fortune 
as a singer. Within minutes 
of arriving, she's mugged 
and then rescued by well- 
meaning Drew, who's cur- 
rently a bartender at the 
Bourbon Room, a famed 
nightclub and music venue, 
but really wants to be a 
musician, too. 

The Bourbon's failing 
under a wave of financial 
distress, and its owner, 
Dennis (Alec Baldwin), and 
his sidekick (Russell 
Brand) are at their wits' 
end.» There's. also the 


mayor's ultra-conservative 


wife (Catherine Zeta- 
Jones), who's aiming to 
shut the club down. 


Enter Stacee Jaxx (Tom 
Cruise), star of mega-band 
Arsenal, who's launching a 
solo career. His manager 
(Paul Giamatti) has prom- 
ised to hold Stacee's first 
show at the Bourbon. Can 
Sherrie resist the pull of 
Stacee, her rock god? Will 
she and Drew survive as a 
duo, in love and in music? 

The first 15 minutes of 
the film are terrible, and 
you'll wonder whether 
you're in for a cheese-fest 
that will have you feeling 
sorry for all of the big 
names who are aboard this 
vessel. 

The movie is campy, and 
the translation from 
Broadway to the screen can 
be awkward. But the music 
("Pour Some Sugar on Me," 
"I Can't Fight This 
Feeling") is enjoyably sing- 
alongable (if that’s a word). 
And most of the perform- 
ances are winning. So 
before you know it, you're 
(sort of) won over. 

The best part of the film 
is Cruise. As Jaxx, a myste- 
rious rock star oozing with 
sex appeal he's seriously 
appealing. Cruise, no sur- 
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prise, commits entirely to 
the enterprise, and comes 
off looking like he should 
have been onstage singing 
in the 80’s istead of dancing 
across movie screens in his 
underwear. 

Cruise walks off with the 
film. He understands what 
is required of him as Jaxx, 
playing it as an amalgama- 
tion of many of the era’s 
biggest rock icons. 

The storyline has been 
altered from the Broadway 
production to a more 
straightforward boy-meets- 
girl, boy-loses-girl, boy-and- 
girl reunite story, set 
against the backdrop of Los 
Angeles’ Sunset Strip and 
its infamous Bourbon Club. 

Don't take Rock of Ages 
too seriously, and you'll 
have fun. 


“PROMETHEUS” 
GRADE: *** 


In 1979, Sir Ridley Scott 
burst on to the Hollywood 
scene with a little movie 
called "Alien", shocking 
audiences with exploding 
chests and tense, scary 
scenes. 

Scott left the science fic- 
tion genre behind after 
making ‘Blade Runner’, and 
went on to film epics like 
"Gladiator". and "Black 
Hawk Down." Now Scott has 
returned to sci-fi with the 
new film, "Prometheus," 
and his return was worth 
the wait. 

The movie is not quite a 
prequel and not quite a 
reboot of "Alien," but 
absolutely exists within the 
same universe - ties which 
anyone familiar with “Alien” 
will recognize. 

The story begins in the 
late 21st Century as archeol- 
ogists Elizabeth Shaw 
(Noomi Rapace) and 
Charlie Holloway (Logan 
Marshall-Green) discover a 
series of cave paintings that 
suggest life on earth was 
generated by alien beings 
who left us a map to their 
planet in a galaxy far away. 

An expedition to the plan- 
et funded by miulti-billion- 
aire Peter Weyland (Guy 
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Pierce), who provides Shaw 
and Holloway with an 
exploratory team headed by 
Meredith Vickers (Charlize 
Theron) and his greatest 
invention, David the 
android (brilliantly played 
by Michael Fassbender). 

The journey to the outer 
reaches of the universe does 
not go well. 

The script, created by 
"Lost" showrunner Damon 
Lindelof and his writing 
partner Jon Spaihts, goes to 
great lengths to takes mir- 
ror events in the original 
"Alien" while simultaneous- 
ly reminding us that this is 
an original tale, and a 
stand-alone film. 

Where the goal of "Alien" 
was to scare you; 
"Prometheus" seems to 
have greater ambitions, 
along with making you 
jump out of your seat. 

"Prometheus" is a great 
piece of sci-fi filmmaking 
that uses the genre to raise 
some deep questions about 
the nature of humanity and 
religion (was Jesus an 
alien?), all while being 
tense, gruesome and visual- 
ly stunning. 

And even though Scott 
has made his film deep and 
epic in nature, he shows he 
can still pull off uncomfort- 
able, white-knuckle film- 
making like a scene featur- 
ing an impromptu C-section 
that stays with you long 
after you leave the theater. 

"Prometheus" doesn’t 
measure up to the original 
"Alien," but that’s likely 
because Scott doesn’t even 
try to. Why compare your- 
self to your own work, when 
you can instead concentrate 
strictly on making another 
great film. 


“SNOW WHITE AND 
THE HUNTSMAN”

“Snow White and the 
Hunstman” is stunning visu- 
ally, but somber overall, 
mirroring the mood the 
queen casts over her king- 
dom.

The Warriors would pick 
up two more non conference 
victories against Rollins and 
Saint Rose before opening 
their conference slate with 
impressive victories over 
Franklin Pierce and #5 
Adelphi. The Warriors would 
keep rolling and improve to 7- 
0 on the season with a 10-9 vic- 
tory at home against Saint 
Michael's to kick off April. 
The 7-0 start to the season was 
the best start for the Warriors 
since the 2009 season. 

The Warriors received 
their highest ranking in 
school history, third, heading 
into arguably their biggest 
game of the regular season 
against the #2 Le Moyne 
Dolphins.
